PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Seventy-Fourth  Session  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church: 
Dear  Brethren  and  Sisters— Greetings : 

I  am  happy  to  report  at  this  time  that  we  are  closing 
cut  one  of  the  most  glorious  years  of  our  Conference  work. 
We  had  come  almost  to  the  breaking  point  during  the  last 
four  years,  but  thanks  be  unto  God  who  giveth  the  victory, 
we  have  overcome  most  of  the  difficulties  and  the  prospects 
are  brighter  than  for  years. 

As  has  always  been,  so  has  it  been  this  year.  There 
have  been  the  usual  hardships  to  undergo  as  is  character- 
istic of  such  a  position  as  I  have  been  called  upon  to  fill, 
but  we  have  cheerfully  faced  and  over-come  them  all,  and 
we  are  happy  that  we  agreed  to  take  the  place  intrusted  to 
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UP-  and  do  all  we  could  to  push  the  great  cause  of  Christ  and 
the  M,  P.  Conference. 

I  want  to  add  a  word  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
many  brethren  and  sisters  and  friends  of  the  President  and 
Conference  for  their  loyal  support  to  the  great  cause  which 
we  have  tried  to  represent  during  these  five  years  of  most 
trying  difficulties  and  hardships,  and  to  the  many  pastors 
who  have  tried  to  make  it  easy  on  us  as  we  have  traveled 
the  district.  This  willingness  upon  their  part  thus  to  try 
to  assist  me  in  this  undertaking  gives  such  pleasant 
thoughts  and  such  a  trill  of  joy  to  my  heart,  that  I  can  truly 
say  ''that  the  toils  of  the  read  seem  nothing  since  I  have 
come  to  the  end  of  the  way." 

I  have  tried  as  best  I  could  to  travel  the  district  as 
directed  by  the  Conference.  However,  as  usual,  I  have 
failed  to  meet  som.e  appointments  as  previously  published, 
but  miy  failure  to  do  so  was  on  account  of  difficulties  un- 
necessary to  explain  here. 

Viewing  the  outlook  as  I  do,  the  Conference  is  in  for 
better  working  condition  than  it  has  been  since  I  began  to 
serve  in  this  capacity  five  years  ago,  and  now  with  every- 
one working  with  a  willing  mind,  and  with  increasing  cour- 
age, and  giving  an  ample  support  to  our  pastors,  we  need 
have  no  fear  of  faflure. 

There  has  been  several  splendid  revivals  over  the  Con- 
ference this  year,  with  good  number  added  to  our  churches, 
and  I  believe  that  the  final  report  of  the  year  will  show  a 
splendid  increase  along  this  line ;  also  I  believe  that  our  peo- 
ple have  paid  in  more  money  to  the  cause  this  year  than 
they  have  during  any  previous  year  of  this  administration, 
and  I  believe  that  I  am  speaking  the  sentiment  of  the  people 
¥/hen  I  say  that  it  is  our  intention  to  increase  our  giving  to 
the  cause  of  the  Master  during  the  coming  year.  May  we 
all  endeavor  to  make  this  come  true.

Chapel  and  appointed  Rev.  J.  A  .Holt  pastor  of  Terry  Chapel 

April  the  26th  I  released  Rev.  J.  R.  Downs  as  pastor 
of  Mangham  Mission. 

On  June  the  8th  I  appointed  Rev.  H.  A.  Hamby  to  fill 
the  vacancy  on  the  Church  Extension  Board  caused  by  the 
death  of  the  lamented  A.  VV.  Stewart. 

On  June  9th  I  appointed  the  following  committee  on 
obituary  of  our  deceased  brother,  A,  W.  Stewart:  Rev.  L.L. 
Shows,  Rev.  W.  M.  Piatt,  Rev.  J.  W.  Lee,  Mrs.  F,  G,  Ward- 
low,  Mr.  J.  N.  Warner. 

On  August  the  31st  I  granted  letter  of  standing  to 
Rev.  J.  M.  Owens. 

September  the  1st  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  R.  Downs  as 
associate  pastor  of  Strickland  circuit,  to  have  the  oversight 
of  Bethel  church. 

In  the  month  of  March  I  released  Rev.  J.  H  .Lewis 
from  Pleasant  Hill  circuit. 

Some  time  during  the  month  of  April  I  appointed 
Rev.  A.  T.  Ezell  pastor  of  Lewis  Chapel,  leaving  the  rest 
of  Pleasant  Hill  unsupplied. 

Later  during  the  year,  some  time  in  August,  Rev. 
J.  H.  Lewis  took  up  his  work  again  with  the  exception  of 
Lewis  Chapel,  which  continued  under  the  care  of  Rev. 
A.  T.  Ezell. 

Recommendations 

Let  me  urge  upon  this  Conference  to  take  up  the  task 
of  raising  our  quota  in  the  budget  as  outlined  and  assessed 
by  the  last  General  Conference.  Let  us  not  fail  on  this  all 
important  m.atter,  for  all  that  is  asked'  by  our  General  Con- 
ference is  needed  to  carry  on  the  great  work  of  the  church 
at  home  and  abroad. 

We  recommend  that  this  Conference  do  not  make  a 
special  pledge  to  the  India  Mission,  but  that  with  all  other 
Conferences  we  pay  our  part  cf  the  budget,  and  as  Ind:a 
Mission  has  become  a  part  in  reality  of  the  M.  P.  church 
is  will  receive  aid  just  as  our  other  foreign  interests  shaJri 
receive. 

I  would  suggest,  however,  that  we  take  and  m.ake 
pledges  at  this  Conference,  just  as  we  have  been  doing,  but 
let  it  be  collected  for  the  General  Budget  and  be  forwarded 
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first  to  our  Conference  Steward,  and  by  him  to  the  General 
Treasurer. 

We  recommend  that  an  ample  offering  be  taken  during 
this  Conference  for  our  superannuated  ministers. 

We  further  recommend  that  this  Conference  assess 
and  set  aside  som^e  stipulated  amount  annually  for  the  sup- 
port of  our  superannuated  ministers,  this  amount  not  to  be 
included  in  the  budget,  but  a  special  assessment  by  this 
Conference  for  that  purpose,  and  that  each  church  and  cir- 
cuit be  given  their  part  in  this  special  assessment  and  that 
every  cent  of  it  be  collected  by  the  pastors  of  each  charge 
and  forwarded  to  the  Conference  Steward  to  be  equally 
divided  between  the  superannuated  ministers. 

Last,  we  recommend  that  our  pastors  be  given  an  am- 
ple support  and  that  our  stewards  (that  is  the  stew^ards  of 
each  charge)  be  required  to  collect  monthly  the  amount 
due  each  pastor,  and  that  the  pastor  receive  his  salary  in 
full  at  the  close  of  each  month,  and  further  that  the  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Stewards  be  required  to  report  to  each 
church  assembled  at  the  close  of  each  month  the  amount 
received  and  paid  to  the  pastor  during  the  month,  and  that 
when  necessary  to  collect  in  full  the  pastor's  salary  that  a 
public  offering  be  taken  to  finish  out  the  salary  for  that 
month. 

Thanking  the  Conference  and  all  the  people  who  have 
assisted  in  any  way  the  furtherance  of  the  great  cause  I 
represented  during  these  five  laboring  but  happy  and  suc- 
cessful years,  I  submit  this  as  my  amiurl  a::d  final  report.

2.  The  appointment  of  a  Forvvard  Movement  Com- 
mittee to  co-operate  with  the  General  Conference  Forward 
Movement  com.mittee,  and  its  secretary,  Rev.  Crates  S.  John- 
son, D.  D.,  whose  office  is  at  St.  Joe,  Indiana,  and  whose 
services  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  Conference  in  any  way  it 
may  desire.  It  is  recommended  that  this  committee  shall 
take  the  whole  Forward  Movement  into  its  consideration. 
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emphasizing  especially  the  evangelistic  work.       And  also 
that  the  president  of  the  Conference  shall  be  chairman. 

3.  Two  overtures  sent  down  by  the  General  Con- 
ference : 

a.  Changing  Article  VI.  1  of  the  Constitution  by  in-

evil,  recognized  by  all  thoughtful  Christians  because  of  its 
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physical  detriment,  its  very  filthiness,  and  the  billions  of 
dollars  squandered  each  year  for  something  that  is  hurtful 
rather  than  helpful,  and 

Whereas,  many  business  corporations  have  found  it 
necessary  to  forbid  the  use  of  tobacco  by  their  employees, 
thus  in  one  respect  lifting  up  a  higher  moral  standard  for 
their  employees  than  the  church  has  for  her  ministry,  and 
Whereas,  the  use  of  tobacco  is  detrimental  to  the  in- 
fluence and  work  of  the  Christian  minister. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved.  That  this  General  Confer- 
ence does  now  forbid  the  further  use  of  tobacco  by  the  min- 
istry of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church.

No  commjjnity,  no  people,  no  organized  body  politi- 
cally or  religiously,  will  ever  rise  higher  than  the  institu- 
tion in  its  midst,  and  as  a  Methodist  Pretestant  people  we 
will  not  make  more  progress  than  the  several  units  which 
compose  or  make  up  the  whole  body. 

Each  and  every  minister  and  preacher  of  this  Con- 
ference is  a  part  of  the  great  unit,  and  in  proportion  to  the 
labor  rendered  by  each  let  it  be  efficient  or  inefficient,  so 
will  it  effect  the  cause  for  which  we  stand.

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BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  No  delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  Annual  Conference  without  proper  credentials,  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  election ;  and  in  the  case  of  al- 
ternate the  certificate  shall  so  express  it. 

Sec.  2.  Delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
elected  from  the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  mem- 
bership, over  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations, 
and  missions  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Steward  to  desig- 
nate the  time  and  place  and  give  notice  of  the  election. 
The  election  shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Stew- 
ards; and  they  shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election,  and  cause 
the  same  to  be  returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence, there  to  be  compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person 
or  persons  receiving  a  plurality  vote  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected  delegate  or  delegates,  and  next  highest  shall  be  de- 
clared alternate  or  laternates,  and  receive  certificates  ac- 
cordingly ;  provided,  that  in  case  of  a  tie,  members  of  Quar- 
terly Conference,  by  a  majority  vote,  shall  decide;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  in  case  the  delegate  and  alternate  elected 
from  any  work  are  providentially  hindered  from  attending 
the  Annual  Conference  to  which  they  were  elected,  then  the 
pastor  in  charge  shall  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suitable 
person  to  represent  the  work  in  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  except 
they  be  persons  of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine 
piety,  respectable  attainment,  and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the 
fundamental  doctrine  of  Christianity,  and  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  Gospel  duties. 

Sec.  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left  with- 
out ministerial  work  for  more  than  one  year ;  at  the  end  of 
which  time  he  shall  resume  his  itenerant  labors,  or  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  unstationed  list,  and  if  so  transferred  shall 
receive  a  certificate  of  his  standing.  This  rule  shall  apply 
to  any  minister  so  transferred,  provided,  that  he,  at  his  own 
request  may  locate  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Sec.  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  cir- 
cuit, station  or  mission  shall  come  from  labors  assigned 
him  by  the  stationing  authority  until  his  term  of  service 
shall  have  expired,  except  by  consent  of  the  President,  for 
reason  by  him  deemed  expedient. 
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Sec.  6.  The  President  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with 
a  condensed  blank  PASTOR'S  report  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
that  each  pastor  may  give  a  disciplinary  report  of  his  labors, 
that  the  report  be  handed  to  the  chairman  on  Pasor's  Re- 
ports immediately  after  the  opening  of  the  Conference  on 
the  first  day,  and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by  committee 
and  Conference  said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  Conference 
Steward  for  his  action,  then  to  the  Statistical  Secretary  for 
final  disposition.  Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  with 
this  rule  for  the  first  offense  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by 
the  President,  and  for  the  second  offense  shall  be  located 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference.  That  the  evangelists 
and  Conference  m^issionaries  read  their  reports  to  the  Con- 
ference. We  recommend  that  when,  the  President  visits  a 
pastoral  charge  that  he  first  converse  freely  with  the  pastor 
as  to  the  spiritual  and  financial  condition  of  the  charge,  and 
that  he  insist  on  a  strict  obedience  of  he  vows  made  when 
uniting  with  the  church. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  charge  shall 
soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Conference,  meet 
and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment 
made  by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  for  the  support 
of  the  pastor.  The  proportion  to  be  made  to  each  class 
according  to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay,  and  that  the 
Stewards  see  that  the  same  is  paid  promptly.  And  in  con- 
nection with  Sec.  7  we  recommend  that  each  Steward  keep 
a  non-effective  roll,  noting  these  ihat  are  able  and  do  not 
contributed  to  support  of  the  pastor,  the  president  and  to 
the  general  interests  of  the  church,  and  that  the  stewards 
notify  the  pastor  of  the  number  that  are  inefficient,  and 
that  the  pastor's  report  show  the  number  of  members  that 
do  not  help  support  the  church. 

Sec.  8.  Any  member  of  the  church  who  after  due 
admonition  by  the  class  leader  and  pastor  wilfully  neglects 
to  attend  divine  worship  at  their  church  for  the  space  of 
three  months  shall  be  subject  to  trial  and  expulsion  for  in- 
fraction of  their  church  vows. 

Sec.  9.     Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  in 
^good  standing  and  in  full  membership  for  one  year,  is  eli- 
gible to  any  office  in  the  church,  and  as  a  delegate  to  the 
Annual  Ccafercnee;  prov'deci,  that  v/here  a  church,  circuit,

station  or  mission  has  no  member  of  said  age,  they  may 
place  in  office  in  the  church,  or  elect  as  delegate  to  the  An- 
nual Conference  such  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age 
and  such  as  have  not  been  members  for  one  year. 

Sec,  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any 
action  to  be  taken  that  involves  the  fniancial  interest  of  the 
church. 

Sec  11.  The  term  of  office  of  Conference  Steward 
shall  be  one  year. 

Sec.  12.  The  Conference  Stev\^ard  shall  be  required 
to  receive  and  hold  all  monies  collected  for  the  various  be- 
nevolent purposes  from  the  different  charges,  also  Con- 
ference collections. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Stew- 
ard to  settle  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  Conference  out 
of  the  Conference  collections  during  the  session,  and  present 
the  remainder  to  the  Conference  for  disbursement  . 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  pay  over  tc  the  different  boards, 
or  persons  authorized  to  receive  same,  all  money  received 
for  the  various  benevolent  purposes,  taking  receipt,  and  of 
w^hich  and  other  business  in  his  hands  shall  make  a  proper 
exhibit  to  the  Conference  during  the  session  at  which  he 
was  appointed,  and  also  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office. 

Sec.  15.  At  the  First  Quarterly  Conference  of  each 
Conference  year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount 
of  the  assessment  made  by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence for  his  support  during  the  year.  Immediately  after 
each  Quarterly  Conference  the  pastor  shall  call  the  attention 
of  each  class  to  the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is  unpaid,  and 
in  case  the  pastor  neglects  to  do  this,  the  Steward  will  not  be 
held  responsible  if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid.  In  connec- 
tion with  Sec.  15,  we  recommend  that  at  the  Fourth  Quar- 
terly Conference  of  each  year  that  a  circuit  steward  be 
elected,  whose  duty  it  chrJJ  be  to  collect  the  s^STieral  and 
Conference  claims,  and  forward  same  as  soon  as  collected 
to  the  Conference  Steward,  and  that  the  Conference  Steward 
credit  same  to  the  charge  from  which  it  came,  and  notify 
the  pastor  of  the  amount  received  and  how  appropriated. 
And  that  the  pastor  shall  keep  a  record  of  same  for  his 
final  report. 
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Sec,  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an 
opening  sermon  at  the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Sec.  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  secretary,  and  properly  arranged 
for  printing  in  the  annual  minutes,  for  which  he  shall  re- 
ceive reasonable  compensation,  and  the  minutes  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Sec.  18.  The  Secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  book§, 
journals,  records,  and  proceedings  of  the  Conference  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  Conference  at  its  next  session. 

Sec.  19c  The  President  shall  be  the  stationing  author- 
ity of  the  Conference,  calling  to  his  aid,  as  council,  one  lay- 
man from  each  work  represented. 

Sec.  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers 
there  shall  not  be  given  to  anyone  appointment  who,  in  the 
opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  members,  is  incompetent  for 
the  duties  thereof,  or  who  they  believe  will  neglect  the  ap- 
pointments, and  such  ministers  and  preachers  may  be  trans- 
ferred by  the  Conference  to  the  unstationed  list ;  provided, 
that  no  minister  or  preacher,  who,  in  the  judgement  of  the 
Conference,  is  entitled  to  a  superannuated  relationship,  shall 
be  transferred. 

Sec.  21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see 
that  deeds  be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  Louisiana  District, 
and  have  same  recorded. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  President,  Secretary,  Conference 
Steward  and  Standing  District  Committee  shall  be  elected 
at  3:00  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session 
of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church. 

Sec.  23.  These  By-Laws  can  be  changed,  altered  or 
amended  by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open   Conference 

of  such  change,  alteration  or  amendment,  and  it  will  require 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  belonging  to  that  session 
of  the  Conference. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 

Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  meet  at  10  a.  m.  and 
adjourn  at  11  a.  m. ;  meet  at  2  p.  m.  nnd  adjourn  at  pleasure 
on  first  day.  Each  succeeding  day  shall  meet  at  8 :30  a.  m. 
and  adjourn  at  11 :00  a.  m* ;  meet  at  2 :00  p.  m.  and  adjourn 
at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  on  time 
and  cause  the  Conference  to  be  opened  with  religious  ser- 
vices. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Conference,  but  in  case 
of  such  an  appeal,  the  question  will  be  taken  without  debatij. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  other- 
wise specially  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

Sec.  5.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the 
Conference,  he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to 
whom  it  is  assigned. 

Sec.  6.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written, 
if  the  President  and  Secretary  request. 

Sec.  7.  When  a  motion  is  seconded,  or  a  resolution 
introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented,  and  is  read 
by  the  Secretary  or  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  deem- 
ed in  possession  of  the  Conference  any  time  before  the 
amendment  or  decision. 

Sec.  8.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

Section  9.  No  new  m.otion  or  resolution  shall  be  enter- 
tained until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed 
of,  which  may  be  done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one 
of  the  following  motions  should  intervene,  which  are  placed 
namely:  First,  indefinite  postponement;  Second,  laying  on 
the  table ;  Third,  referred  to  a  committee ;  Fourth,  postpone- 
ment to  a  given  time ;  Fifth,  substitute ;  Sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  or  amendment  may  be  amended. 

Section  10.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in 
debate,  or  to  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall 
rise  and  respectfuly  address  Jhe  President,  but  shall  not 
proceed  until  recognized  by  him. 
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Section  11.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while 
speaking  except  by  the  President,  to  call  him  to  order  when 
he  departs  from  the  question  or  uses  personalities,  or  dis- 
respectful language ;  but  any  may  call  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of 
order,  and  any  mem.ber  may  explain  when  he  thinks  him- 
self misrepresented. 

Section  12.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  to  a 
question  of  privilege  he  shall  briefly  state  question;  but  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President 
shall  have  decided  it  a  privileged  question. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice 
on  the  same  question,  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one 
time,  without  leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shall  any  person 
speak  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak 
have  spoken ;  provided,  however,  that  the  mover  of  a  reso- 
lution, or  a  committee  making  a  repport,  shall  in  all  cases 
be  entitled  to  five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  14=  When  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have 
been  acted  upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a 
reconsideration,  but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debat- 
able motion,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  15.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from 
the  Conference  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  and  unable 
to  attend. 

Section  16.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on 
any  question  who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question 
is  put  by  the  President,  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference, 
when  he  has  been  necessarily  absent. 

Section  17.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the 
time  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Con- 
ference for  special  reasons,  excuse  h'm. 

Section  18.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to 
call  for  the  ays  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Con- 
ference, and  if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  the  vote  thereon  shall  be  taken  by  the  ayes 
and  nays. 

Section  19.  It  ahall  be  in  orde:  to  n^-ove  the  cues- 
tion  be  taken  without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pend- 
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ing  before  the  Conference;   except  in  cases  where  char- 
acter is  involved. 

Section  20.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in 
order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  21.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairman 
of  committees  on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify 
said  chairman  of  his  appointm.ent  at  least  ten  days  before 
each  session  of  Conference. 

Section  22.  The  committee  on  examinations  shall  be 
appointed  one  year  in  advance,  and  shall  meet  at  next  An- 
nual Conference  one  day  prior  to  convening  of  that  body, 
and  that  the  undergraduates  meet  said  committee  for  the 
purpose  of  being  examined  in  their  studies. 


ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPLES 

1.  A  Christian  church  is  a  society  of  believers  in 
Jesus  Christ,  and  is  a  divine  institution. 

2.  Christ  is  the  only  head  of  the  church,  and  the 
Word  of  God  the  only  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

3.  No  person  who  Kovos  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
obeys  the  gospel  of  God,  our  Savior,  ought  to  be  deprived 
of  church  membership. 

4.  Every  man  has  an  inalienable  right  to  private 
judgment  in  matters  of  religion,  and  an  equal  right  to  ex- 
press his  opinion  in  any  way  which  will  not  violate  the  laws 
of  God  or  the  rights  of  his  fellow-men. 

5.  Church  trials  should  be  conducted  on  Gospel  prin- 
ciples only,  and  no  minister  or  member  should  be  ex-commu- 
nicated except  for  immorality,  the  propagation  of  unchris- 
tian doctrines,  or  for  the  neglect  of  duties  enjoined  by  the 
Word  of  God. 

6.  The  pastoral  or  ministerial  office  and  duties  are  of 
divine  appointment  and  all  elders  of  the  church  of  God  are 
equal,  but  ministers  are  forbidden  to  be  lords  over  God's 
heritage,  or  to  have  dominion  over  the  faith  of  the  saints. 

7.  The  church  has  the  right  to  form  and  enforce 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  is  inherant  in  the  ministerial 
and  members  of  the  church,  but  so  much  of  the  power  may 
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be  delegated  from  time  to  time,  upon  a  plan  of  representa- 
tion, as  they  may  judge  necessary  and  proper. 

8.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  ministers  and  members  of  the 
church  to  maintain  godliness,  and  oppose  all  moral  evil. 

9.  It  is  obligatory  on  ministers  of  the  gospel  to  be 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  pastoral  and  ministerial 
duties,  and  it  is  also  obligatory  on  its  memebrs  to  esteem 
ministers  highly  for  work's  sake,  and  to  render  a  righteous 
compensation  for  their  labors. 

10c  The  church  ought  to  secure  to  all  her  official 
bodies  the  necessary  authority  for  the  purpose  of  good  gov- 
ernment, but  she  has  no  right  to  create  any  distinct  or  in- 
dependent sovereignties.
